of ages, stanPs near the bead o( Matanzas Bay and 
within (our hundred yards of where I'm writing this. It 
was began by MeaandAa in 1565, coioeldani with his aat* 
tlMMnt of Bt Aagoatine, bat was not completed, bow- 
ever, until 1756. It is Imilt on tho plan of a trapezium, 
after the Vauban plan, and bns four liastioas, lour cur- 
tains, twenty-six casemates, tour dungeons, terreplein, 
parspat and rampart, corridor, baaqaat, aoptrior slope, 
acarpaad coantar-scarp walls, coonectinK demilaae and 
two half demilunes, covered way rxtemliiit; from counter- 
scarp Ut tbe glacis, except on water front, wbich ban a 
water battery buiit by Uncle Bam in 1842; uue watch 
tower, three sentry towera grenelled for riflemen, two 
drawbridgee crossing the moat, and one portculliH. There 
arc other thing* too niinirrnus to nientiuii; tmt tlu'sc, I'm 
sure, will i;ive your lay readers a very compreheu»ive 
idea of what I'm driving at. 

The entrance to thie thrice*named strttctare— Baft Juau 
de Pinas, Sao Marco and Fort Marion— is over a draw- 
bridge to the rrtvelin ami aim-*!* a hriilue to the portcullie. 

On crossing the portuulli!* you pass through the niHH- 
sive door into tbe sallyport; on the right are two guard- 
, rooms and a dangeon. This dungeon waa evidently 
used (or the coofineuient of prisonerH for minor offenseK. 
It watt in thi)< cell thiit Coaioochee and l alums llailjo 
were contiiied. These Indians starved themselves fur 
ssveral days, until very much emaciated; they were 
iranstened to the Coartroom With Oaceola, whore they 
made their escape tbrongh iron ban eight inches apart, 
running horiz intally across the ventilator. Next to the 
door are three niches cut in tbe wall by Odceula to enahle 
him to climb up«nd sit on the ledge of the window over 
the door looking into the quadrangle. The casemate to 
tbe left of the sallyport was tbe commaiulnnt'M (|iiiirt' r^, 
and had a amall fireplace. The next casemate was for 
the sUfl and other ofBcere of the garriaon. The next

came to Florida tovlsit his Dioceae, when it wa- used for his 
quBrters; as he cnnie hut seldom it was used for officer*' , 
quarters principally. Tbe next casemate was the Court* 
rouB, it baa a laised platform lor the ofBoere eompoaing 
the Court. On the next door ie the laat one of the origi- 
nal Spaniih locks of very larpe dimensions, which was 
first locked, then a large bolt with a hasp closed the Hrst 
keyhole and locked with a padlock; this door ia aUapped 
ineldtfMd otttMd bolted thrangh tbe etrape aboat five 
inebea apMl, ao arranged that it the woodwork should be 

burned or cut away no one could ,;et through the bars. 
The woodwork has been renewed; tbe lock and bars are 
original; tbe doors were thus constructed to all of the 
oaaemirtea. ^la tbe Northweat comer ia the casemate 
that leadii into tbe magaslnei In this room is a niche 
very peculiarly shaped. For what purpot<e it wax con- 
structed no one can tell. There is a tradition that the 
tirst room was used (ur tbe Council. If the commandant 
wiabed to Und out what action any member of that body 
took on any measures that he put before them, he could 
conceal bimseK in thin niche in the magazine and .find 
out what action each member o( tbe Council bad 
taken. There ia a email apertara from the niche into 
the Oooncil lOom, hot not diacemible from that room. 

The next room of historical importance ia tbe Chapel. 

In this is the niche for tbe patron aaint, St. Augustine, 
and till' altar. The adjoining rooms were used ordinarily 
for tbe dormituriee, and tbe records of the colony, and (or 
condemned prisoners to hear Maaa before they were exe* 
coted. At that time they oonid not bring a condemned 
prisoner into a Chapel; the moment be bail a chance to 
kneel at tbe altar be could claim the right of sanctubrv. 
In tbe wall near tbe spring of the arch is a parto( the old 
timhers that ctoaeed the room to anpport the platform for 
the choir; on tbe right are the old timbera where the con> 
fessional waa fastened to tbe wall— a round circular place 
(or the I'rirst ami for the person to coiifeM!'; next is a por- 
tion of the two louuis for holy water. VVho^iau give tbe 
history of this Chupelf We know that some of tbe brigbtp 
est, best and most patriotic Spanish Clergy have cele>, 
brated Mass within its walls. During the attacks ami 
^^iegc" of this fortM'S", wlun liicy have l.ii'ii ilrivi'o fi<iin 
their .Monastery, Church and Chapel, they gathered within 
these walls to minister, assist and console their flock. 
Can we estimate the value of tbeJahor of this noble band 
of brothers during tbe long sieges, when the wccp'ing 
mothers, wives, ^i8ter8 ami claiii;liter-< were expfcfing 
every moment to have some one of tbe loved oueii brought 
to tbem dead or wounded? They were not safe at the 
altar from the flying shot and burating shell. Nor when 
celebrating Maas or giving the laat aad rites to the dead 
were they secure from danger. 

The next room of historical importaii e is the prnnan- 
carrah. There were six crosses fastened to the wall on 
the right hand aide of this room, and a large cross %k the 
back with two large abrines, and two smaller shrines to 
the right and left of the large cross. This was used (or

tbe puiiiubment o( prisoners; they were chained under 
theae cro!i!<e8 for puaiabmeut; tbe chains were attached 
to a bolt in the wall, it wae faatened under the arms with 
cross cbaina over tbe sbonldera, holding the priiionera in 
III! m ri^.'lit pi)-itii>ii eo flicp ronld neilliertit imr.lie ii .wn. 
rii( rt iiif two parallel lines at tbe aprin^ nl tlie iirch wiih 
larce half circles above and email circles below. At tiie 
entrance to this dungeon is a large circle with small 
circles centering on it; this entrance his been cut out nt 
.■^ome time and tben made narrower apuir ; » small part, 
of this wall baa been broken away. Ttie door waa com- 
posed of three tiers of iron bars on broad iron plates; two 
tiers vertical and one tier horiiontal intersecting every 
two inches. 

This diiti.ncon was evidently used fni i^rperul prisoners. 
The room ia thirty feet long on tbe W eat side, sixteen 
feet on the East side, seventeen on the Sooth and twenty 
on the North, making part of a triangle. The entrance 
to tbe next room is through an aperture six feet high and 
two fept four iru hes wide. Thin room is five (eet wi.li- at 
tbe Ea<it end and seven at tbe West, and twenty (cet long, 
a(teen (eet high to the center of the arch. Tbe next 
room it entered tbiftngb an aperture thirty inchee in 
height by three (eet wide; this room is twenty (eet in 
length, thirteen in width and .seven leet biKli. These 
two rooms have been tbe wonder o( tbouaanJs of people 
since they were first discovered in 1885. Some very 
curious legends have been related about them. Some 
historians claim that one was tbe magazine, others say 
that it waa the place for tbe diaposal uf robbiab tor the 
garriiion . 

Ihe Qiagaxiue was in the Northwest bastion. This is 
shown on a copy of the plan froiS tbe Hpaniah Govern* 
menttotfie War Department. These two rooms were 
built to cover a secret entrance to the castle, and were evi- 
dently built tor that purpose after several attempts bad 
been made to build a gaUcry fromtbis inner room to some 
point ontaide tbe castM. It was Jonnd to bo Impraotioa* 
ble. They had to alnk a aball naarly twenty (eet to con* 
nect with a gallery under tbe moat. Tbey found tbey 
could not drive tbe piling (ur the (oundatioa of tbe haI- 
lary in the limited space they had to work in or keep tbe 
water from penetrating laid the abaft and gallery. The 
work wae abandoned. No one ontaide tbe olBeials and 
tbe trooa" of the garrison knew that the attempt was 
made to build a aeeret passageway (rom this inner room 
to tbe outside of the fort. After abandoning the work 
tbeentranotto the firel leeret roooi waawalM «p. It 
waa evidently closed with a solid iron door ^n Ibeontside, 
and walled up solid on tbe inside. There was a small 
concealed entrance from the terreplein into this room; it 
wa»by this giving away while they were moving one of 
the heavy eaaaoo aeraea tbia maa*hole that these 
rooms were discovered in 18S5, fourteen years after the 
Fort had been transferred to the I'niteil -^' i i s. In tbia 
room were cross timbera and racks for toe panisbmont 
of prisoners in extreme caaea. There were two Iron doore 
oloaiag the eotraaee to tbt M>t eeMi that opened in and 
out and could be opened only from tbe side where they 
were closed. It is in this room, tradition says, that two 
skeletons were found in iron cages bolted to tbe wall — 
the skeleton H of a man and a wooMn. Clie cvidcncee 



remaining are tbe two places in t.'i< wnere tbe cages 
were fastened. If they were couiiucd there, what waa il^ 
(or? Who were they? What crime bad they committed« 

i( any? 

It i« |>r liaMe I'lat t!ie crime committnl was that ol 
beinii 111 tiie way of some person uf r.iuk and power. If 
tbey tiad committed a crime agaiuet the laws e{ the tepid 
they could have been brought tu trial and dispooed ol 
without thetroubleof immuring theok in these secretdna' 
g-'ons. 

I am told by tbesewho bave heen tbrougu all tbe noted 
dungeons in tbe Old World that there are none to equal 
these two rooma. Once confined within its glooaay walla 
death was certain within a few hours, without tbo leael 
p.ia.iihli' rlianre of escape. It was a strrnc; rod to hold 
over people to threaten tueui witb the acquaintance qt 
these roomb, knowing that if they were sentenced by 
tbe Court, or inquisition, to be confined within their 
gloomy walls tbey would never more l e beard of in thie 
world. None but tbe offirial!! knew what be<'ame 'of 
them. What a terror to evil-doers to threaten them with 
the acquaintance of theae terrible dongeonsi 

Tbe last room of historical importance ia the looM to 
the right under the arch, which was used for the hospi- 
tal. There is n niche in this room on tbe left band tide 
as you go in, where, tradition says, there waa found 
eighteen thousand dollars concealed. At theeari, Ira 
ver/ peculiar niche, which is supposed to have been need 
tor the dead until they were aent to their lael resting 
place. 

In tbe moat facing tbe Matanxaa, tu tiie right and lelt 
on the inner sides of the baationo, are a large nnmber ol 
bullet boles, which were made in tba execution of prie- 

iitiern. 

No one that has not visited this old fortress can con- 
ceive what it is. One should sit within its oasoeaatee 
and listen tJ tbe s -reech ol tho.«e peculiar liirdf that nost 
and hatch their young within its walls— the monkey> 
laoed owl, one of tbe quaintest birds on this continent-— 
and view the peculiar shadiiws r^Ht ,i, ^tuy and aged 
walls, or from its lofty watch -tower see tbe moon riaing 
ont of tbe broad Atlantic, casting a flood of tight like 
burnished silver over tbe water. I'tiii' is one of the few 
places on thia continent that ukes us back to the tevdai 
ages. On this broad terreplein ie one of tko Baael 
promenades in the I'nited States. Who ran say that 
tbia is not one o( the most historical points iu all our 
broad land? 

Of course tbe old Fort is now dienantled, and ie 

maintained by Uncle Sam simply as one.ol bis moat pee* 
cious souvenirs. When garrisoned, its armanent coaa- 
prised one hnndred guns and a thouaand men. IM 
frowniof ha Hle n w ott and aepulehral vaolte will i«awl 
loBff altar va aad Ikoee of our daf eball ba number<M 
with the misty past of which it ia a Mate Mgierial, 01 
the legends connected with its dark ohanbear^n4 prlran 
vaults, the chains, the rack and wheel, the tkeletoui^ 
walled ia ite aeoiwt roaeeeec, there'e wMk la eay; kttti 
Hwaia betlMr to eay it withia iu grin Iwatte, where tha 
eye and tbe imagination go hand in band in weaving • 
web of mystery and awe over its sad atsuciations to tlio 
solemn sound of grating bolts and ciauking cbaina.
